Other Politicians Fail To See 
Significance in Florida 
Ballot. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 4. 
(?)—New Deal leaders today hail- 
ed United States Senator Claude 
Pepper’s sweeping renomination in 
the Florida Democratic primary 
as a popular vote of confidence in 
President Roosevelt but other poli- 
ticians, including some Democratic 
senators, said they could not see 
it that way. 

Pepper, who defeated four op- 
ponents by a wide margin after 
campaigning on his policy of sup- 
porting the New Deal, telegraphed 
President Roosevelt the Florida 
election was “a striking vote of 
confidence and approval” of the 
administration. 

Florida’s senior senator, Charles 
O. Andrews, declared in Washing- 
ton he saw no significance in the 
Pepper victory other than the ful- 
fillment of a tradition “that a man 
who makes good at all in an un- 
expired term is returned for a 
full term.” He added, “I do not 
believe the New Deal was a vital 
issue.”

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Franc Pegged Belo 


In Third Major Devaluation 


United States, Britain Co-op- 
erated To Alleviate Grave 
Economic Crisis. 


PARIS, May 4.—(UP)—Premier 
Edouard Daladier tonight an- 
nounced in a nation-wide radio 
broadcast that the franc will be 
devalued immediately under 
agreement with the United States 
and Great Britain to cope with a 
grave financial and economic 
crisis crippling the nation. 

It was learned officially that 
the franc would be pegged at be- 
tween 35 and 36 to the dollar— 
2.857 to 2.778 cents per franc. 

The financial move followed by 
less than 48 hours a government 
decree raising the French income 
taxes 8 per cent. 

It was the third official depre- 
ciation of the franc since the 
World War. Pre-war parity was 
19.03 cents. 

Will Aid Defense. 

The devaluation as well as the 
tax rise aids the national defense 
program. The government has 
beer preparing to float a half-bil- 
lion dollar defense loan, but de- 
ferred it until the franc could be 
stabilized. That flotation is an- 
ticipated now. 

Throughout the day world mar- 
ket; were upset by the impend- 
ing action which was heralded 
when the cabinet, after a meeting 
at the Elysee palace attended by 
President Albert Lebrun, an- 
nounced that it had taken “an 
important decision concerning de- 
fense of the franc.” 

Values Soar. 

»Before the news came out dol- 
lar and pound values soared in 
terms of the franc on the Bourse, 
in London and in New York. The 
dollar touched 34.23 francs (2.921 
cents a franc). Then official suv- 
port sent it down to close at 33.93 
francs (2.947 cents a franc). After 
the formal announcement by Pre- 
mier Daladier at 8 p. m. (2 p. m. 
Atlanta time), the franc in New 
York broke to 2.85 7-8 cents bid, 
equal to around 35 to the dollar. 
On the former gold parity basis 
this was equivalent to 1.69 cents 
a franc, a record low. 


Belgian belgas broke sharply 
with the franc in London. Other 
currencies were thrown out of 
line. When the French formally 
devalue it is anticipated another 
world currency cutting race will 
be promulgated, although on a 
smaller scale.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—(?)— 
Secretary Morgenthau announced 
today the United States, Great 
Britain and Franc have agreed to 
continue the tripartite agreement 
for international monetary stabili- 
zation. 

The secretary, talking to report- 
ers in the presence of French Am- 
bassador Rene de Saint-Quentin, 
said: 

“During the past three days the 
French, British and ourselves have 
been in consultation about our re- 
spective currencies. After consul- 
tation, the three treasuries have 
agreed that we will continue un- 
der the tripartite agreement in the 
future just as in the past. 

“We feel that what the French 
treasury proposes to do comes 
within the spirit of the tripartite 
agreement.”

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COTTON IN AUSTRALIA 

In 1937 Australia produced, for the use of 
her own textile mills, 8,519 bales of cotton. In 
that year the six spinning mills which are all 
operating in that commonwealth, consumed all 
this cotton as well as 16,500 bales imported from 
India and the United States. 

This year, it is estimated, the Australian 

cotton crop will be more than doubled, amount- 
ing to approximately 18,000 bales. Consump- 
tion is also expected to increase, but not in 
the same ratio. It is predicted that the total 
requirements of the Australian mills for 1938 
will be 25,000 bales, making importation of only 
7,000 bales necessary. 
- Thus another nation is rapidly becoming 
independent of the United States as a source 
of cotton supply. The foreign market for the 
principal crop of our southern fields is fast 
disappearing, as other sections of the globe 
learn how to produce the fleecy staple for 
themselves. 

When the day, not far distant, arrives when 
America-shall have entirely lost her export cot- 
ton market, the blame will have to be placed, 
almost altogether, upon faulty economic prac- 
tices by the United States government. 

The cotton grower has always labored under 
a terrific handicap because of the high tariff 
policy of this nation. Not only has he had to 
buy in tariff protected markets when he sought 
essential supplies, but he has had to sell his 
own product in world markets without such 
artificial price stimulant. 

Added to this has been the fact that foreign 
would-be buyers of American cotton have found 
it more and more difficult to sell their own 
products to this country, over the frequently 
heightened tariff wall. They have thus found 
it almost impossible to create credits in Amer- 
ica to pay for the cotton they desired. 

Aggravating these conditions has been the 
agricultural policy of a nation which has paid 
its farmers not to grow cotton and has added 
to the price of cotton through government sub- 
sidy and government loans or purchase. 

Each artificial stimulus to price of this 
character has automatically made it more prof- 
itable for producers of foreign grown cotton. 

The spread of cotton culture in Australia 
is but an example, on small scale, of experiences 
in other parts of the world. Brazil, Indla, 
China and other countries have found it ad- 
vantageous to develop their own production to 
replace the American cotton they previously 
bought. These countries are fast taking away 
from America a world market which, for many 
years, gave her a favorable balance of trade 
with all other nations combined. 

The days of American cotton exports are 
numbered. It will not be long before all the 
world will forget that it used to depend, almost 
entirely, upon this country for its supplies of 
the fibrous staple. 


IMPROVED TRAFFIC CONDITIONS 


The Evanston traffic plan, in full operation 
for the first time in Atlanta during the month 
of April, has been most encouraging in its re- 
sults. There was only one fatal traffic accident 
within the city limits during the 30-day period. 

The system was inaugurated, in its entirety, 
after a school had been conducted to famillar- 
ize the members of the police department with 
the details of its operation. A special instructor 
from the International Association of Police 
Chiefs conducted the classes. The man respon- 
sible for its administration is Captain Jack 
Malcom. 

A satisfactory application of the plan de- 
pends on the completeness of police records and 
facilities for quick action when necessary. This 
embraces a drivers’ file, a record of every traffic 
offender, use of motor-mounted police for a 
speedy check-up of violations, day and night 
operators to investigate hit-run accidents, and 
a traffic department at headquarters which 
never closes. 

It is also encouraging to note that the im- 
provement was not limited entirely to a reduc- 
tion in fatalities. There was also a sharp de- 
cline in recorded traffic accidents. Although 
there have been more fatal accidents thus far 
in 1938 than 1937, a continuation of the April 
record would make 1938 the most satisfactory 
period in recent years. And there is no reason 
why it shouldn't be. »

GOVERNMENT FINANCING 

The public debt of the United States and 
Great Britain is about the same—approximately 
$40,000,000,000. The present British budget calls 
for five and one-quarter billion, also about 
the same in amount as provided in America’s 
revenue bill for the fiscal year 1938-39. Yet the 
British budget is balanced. America’s budget 
is not. Britain payg as she goes and her debt 
remains fixed. American spending far exceeds 
income and the debt continues to rise. 

Britain, the older and more experienced na- 
tion, long ago discovered it was better financ- 
ing to meet an increasing budget out of current 
income. The method has a two-fold advantage. 
Solvency and a balanced budget. It is admitted 
that borrowing is the simpler method. But the 
problem, in the long run, especially in case of 


unforeseen contingencies, would be far more . 


difficult of solution. 


The assumption of the new budget by 
Britain indicates the people do not quail when 
faced with an increased burden of taxation. 
They regard the pay-as-you-go method as the 
most logical. They recognize an absolute neces- 
sity in maintaining the nation’s credit. And 
they also avoid the far heavier burden of the 
future. The present generation pays for its 
own protection. If future generations were re- 
quired to pay the present burden, it is argued, 
how could they pay their own as well? Such 
a course might well bring disaster upon. the 
nation. 


The question of spending additional billions 
in America is now being debated. Right or 
wrong, those who advocate the spending stoutly 


maintain there’ll be no necessity for additional: 


taxes! The money, of necessity, must then be 
borrowed. Without doubt this is simply placing 
the burden of the present generation on the 
shoulders of the future. Can future generations 


Carry this burden, in addition to their own, 


without jeopardizing the physical and financial 
status of the nation? Are American statesmen 
less far-sighted about this than the British? 

America goes steadily into debt rather than 
face a disagreeable situation. The nation, like 
the extravagant individual, is buying on credit, 
hoping somehow the money to pay will be 
available when the bill falls due. The interest 
alone will, in another year, approximate one- 
fifth of the nation’s annual expenditures, 

The system of taxation in Britain, as in 
America, is designed to place the burden most 
heavily upon those better able to pay. But in 
Britain practically every one is required to con- 
tribute something. All are thus made conscious 
of the fact they are doing their part in support- 
ing their government. When taxes are in- 
creased complaints come in from rich and poor 
alike. This serves as a check against wasteful 
spending. 

In America, the people have been lulled into 
the belief by political spell-binders, that the 
rich man not only should, but actually does 
pay the bills of extravagant government. So 
there is no check against wasteful spending. 
The load grows heavier and heavier. 

The burden now necessarily carried by the 
British may serve as an example of sacrifice to 
a less burdened people, as well as a more satis- 
factory method of financing a nation’s needs. 


LOCAL HELP ESSENTIAL 

Henry T. McIntosh, of Albany, chairman of 
the State Planning Board, has called a con- 
ference to be held in Athens next Tuesday. To 
that conference every county in the state is 
asked to send a representative. 

The purpose of the gathering will be to dis- 
cuss ways to arouse local interest, in each coun- 
ty and each urban community of Georgia, in 
the problem of conservation of the state’s nat- 
ural resources. Mr. McIntosh points out that 
by one costly malpractice alone, forest fires, 
Georgia suffers an annual loss between $4,000,- 
000 and $5,000,000. 

It is indisputably true, as stated by Mr. Mc- 
Intosh, that no effort for general good can be 
successful unless it is backed by the enthusi- 
astic support of people on the spot. This fact 
entails the creation of local units, county or 
city-county groups, to actively direct that por- 
tion of the general program which falls within 
the area of their own communities. 

Neither the federal nor the state govern- 
ment can achieve proper results in any con- 
structive effort if not supported by local peo- 
ple, Experience has shown this to be funda- 
mentally true. It is true in the field for which 
Tuesday’s conference is called, that of conser- 
vation, and it is true in all other fields of public 
activity. , 

When the people as a whole adopt the habit 
of looking to the state capitol, or to the federal 
government, to assume full responsibility for 
every public advancement, then progress stops 
and retrogression inevitably begins. 

Georgia must conserve, in all parts of the 
State, not only her forests, but her soil, her 
minerals, her wild life and her human re- 
sources. To do this it is essential that every- 
one contribute through co-operation in that 
= of the job that lies nearest the front door- 
step. 

It is to be hoped every county in Georgia 
will send representation to Tuesday’s meeting 
in Athens. Then, if these delegates return to 
instill enthusiasm into their own people, half 
the battle for conservation will have been won.

©$ who are interested in 
the rvation of civil liberties 
could get together on one thing, 
namely, that all men’s civil liber- 
ties are equally sacred, that the 
civil- liberties of William Randolph 
Hearst, for an extreme example, 
are no more safely to be flouted 
than those of a Communist orator, 
or an organizer for the CIO, and 
I mean all civil liberties, not only 
the right to speak freely. 

Lately, in Tampa, Fla., there 
was that case of a WPA worker 
who was fired from his job within 
a few hours after a grand jury of 
which he was foreman brought in- 
dictments against some local poli- 
ticians. The report of the grand 
jury said: “We find that the 
gambling element has been able to 
stretch its tentacles with some de- 
gree of success into our state and 
national politics.” He was quick- 
ly reinstated, but that was done 
only to stifle the squawk. The 
man had been thoroughly and of- 
ficially fired for reasons which I 
deduce from the circumstances, 
and which seem to be thoroughly 
rotten, the worse because an 
agency of the federal government 
was involved. 

Then the state head of the WPA 
was called before the succeeding 
grand jury, which was trying to 
find out whether this had been a 
case of intimidation, and he re- 
fused to discuss the matter on the 
authority of a letter from Harry 
Hopkins. On that precedent the 
WPA holds the right to punish any 
juryman employed by the WPA 
who brings in an indictment or a 
verdict against any favored poli- 
tician and need not reinstate him. 
This particular victim may now 
be fired again, this time perman- 
ently, for the moral effect on oth- 
ers who may feel a temptation te 
get fresh in the performance of 
their duty as citizens. 


Frank Hague Vs. | think this 
N Th case is as bad 
Norman Thomas, who was arrest- 
ed and deported from Jersey City 
by Frank Hague’s policemen for 
trying to make a speech. If there 
is any degree of badness in such 
things it is a little worse, because, 
after all, Frank Hague is local, 
and, anyway, he has fallen on his 
face this time. Hague is sure to 
be licked, but the WPA has been 
momentarily confirmed in_ its 
power to coerce juries. 

If a private employer did that 
and then refused to testify before 
the succeeding grand jury he 
would be thrown into jail for con- 
tempt, and it would serve him 
right. 

I think we also have too free 
use of the income tax returns as a 
means of harassing individuals. 
Now, the very fact that a man 
makes enough money to require a 
return is likely to be held against 
him, but it shouldn’t be. He may 
be as good a citizen as the man 
without a dollar. And I see no 
reason to break out a man’s tax 
return and blab it all over the 
country’ because he is suspected of 
short-changing the treasury. 

The President recently author- 
ized the senate lobby committee 
to go into the returns of witnesses 
called in the inquiry into the lobby 
against the reorganization bill, and 
I think this is coercion.

If you think 
otherwise just consider the dogged 
bashfulness of the President’s son 
James. Not the honesty of his re- 
turn but the sources of his income 
were called into question a year 
ago by a Republican representative 
from Jimmy’s home state—Massa- 
chusetts. The house committee in 
charge of that case refused to let 
an expert take Jimmy’s return 
apart, and I indorse that refusal, 
but think other men should enjoy 
the same protection. 

Another type of abuse which I 
would like to see recognized as 
such along with the offenses of 
Frank Hague is the coercion and 
intimidation of men who refuse to 
go on strike. Constant sneering 
has almost worn away the in- 
dividual’s right to go to his job 
without having his ears knocked 
off with a wagon spoke or half- 
brick, and his right to work at his 
job if he can get there alive. Nev- 
ertheless, that right still exists, al- 
though it is openly mocked and 
flouted, particularly by some men 
who claim to be extremely sensi- 
tive about civil liberties. 

In the excitement and partisan- 
ship of the last few years many of 
us have come to feel that civil 
liberties and constitutional rights 
exist only for those who agree 
with us. We are always hearing 
that it is of the utmost importance 
to respect the liberties and rights 
of radicals, because they impose 
the greatest strain on our tol- 
erance. I agree to that, but with 
the observation that it is equally 
important to treat the most ex- 
treme reactionary the same way 
and for the same reason. If the 
extremists are protected on both 
wings those in the middle need

Poore Claims He Quit. 


Poore said he had quit the rack- 
et “around April 8,” and did not 
“know where the lottery main of- 
fices are located now.” He said 
the day’s tickets had been checked 
each day at Moore’s farm at Con- 
ley, in Clayton county—supposed- 
ly by Mrs. Moore. 

“Dick asked me to take over his 
lottery busifiess last fall after his 
suspended sentence on a partner- 
ship basis. I said I would, and I 
was to take the falls and he was 
to stay in the clear. He got a 
third, I got a third and Mrs. Moore 
got a third,” Poore said. | 


In his unsworn statement, 
Moore said: 


“I Haven’t been operating a lot- 
tery. My brother-in-law knew all 
about that. I have a daughter 14 
years old and in school and I don’t 
think it would be proper for me 
to hazard myself to a five-year 
'sentence. 

“The whole thing is that Mrs. 
Poore called me and told me if I 
didn’t give her some money she 
would send me to the chain gang.

Arnold Reports Taxes Up 


$6,772,439 Over 10-Month 
Period in 1937. 


The state of Georgia spent $4,- 
179,829 above its income during 
the past 10 months, although tax 


same period a year ago by $6,772,- 
439, a summary by Zach Arnold, 
state auditor, showed yesterday. 

Total receipts were $35,427,823 
and expenditures were $39,607,652. 
For the same 10 months, July 
through April, in the previous fis- 
cal year, collections totaled $2%,- 
655,384 and expenditures $26,923,- 
298. 

Arnold said the increase in ex- 
penditures for the 10-month pe- 
riod totaled $12,700,000. 

Of the increased spending, $4,- 
400,000 went for highways; $5,- 
000,000 for common schools; $1,- 
900,000 to the Public Welfare De- 
partment for old age pensions and 
increased aid to state institutions 
and $1,400,000 was used for. the 
expanded health program, estab- 
lishment of Publi¢ Safety Depart- 


ment, unemployment compensa- 
tion division, and employment di- 
vision of the Department of Labor. 
Sharp increases in collections were 
shown for income taxes, property, 
professional and poll taxes, beer 
and wine taxes. 

Income tax collections jumped 
to $4,225,000 from $2,580,826. 
Property, professional 
taxes increased to $5,105,089 from 
$3,797,726. Beer and wine taxes 
rose from $493,047 to $1,028,532. 

Fuel oil and kerosene tax col- 
letions for the current 10 months 
totaled $16,552,246 compared to 
$16,236,654 for the previous pe- 
riod. Liquor taxes, which were 
included in the budget for the first 
time, showed $511,881 for the 10 
months. Automobile license taxes 
amounted to $1,490,386 compared 
to $1,330,018. 

Comparative figures for various 
departmental expenditures includ- 
ed the following: 

State Highway Department, in- 
cluding newly created rural post 
roads division, $11,784,648, com- 
pared to $7,341,158 for the previ- 
ous 10 months; common schools 
$12,223,160, compared to $7,300,- 
002; public welfare administration 
appropriation $286,799, compared 
to $37,404; health department 
$376,000 for the current year, 
against $139,687 a year ago; agri- 
culture department $330,737, 
against $177,369; natural resources 
$290,915, compared to $160,547; 
revenue department $486,548, 
against $210,462; prison depart- 
ment $334,665, compared to $138,- 
652; legislative expense $265,194, 
compared to $206,737. 

Under the heading “other de- 
partments” the summary listed an 
expenditure of $816,499 for 20 
agencies, compared to $664,216 for 
16 agencies in the previous year. 

Arnold’s statement showed a 
balance in trust for various state 
agencies on April 30 totaling $2,- 
661,875, compared to a balance of 
$5,368,995 in trust on the same 
date in the previous period.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Yesterday afternoon I greeted quite 
a large group of Girl Scouts and a group from the George School, 
before attending the annual garden party given by our rector, Dr.

The American Heart Foundation sponsored an international 
broadcast on Monday to bring to the attention of people the story 
of those little cripples who do not show their physical deformity, 
but who, nevertheless, are physically handicapped by heart dis- 
ease. Very often poor food, poor environment and bad heredity are 
factors in this illness. I saw many of the little sufferers in a Boston 
hospital last Friday morning. Perhaps some of you will remember 
the story written by Paul De Kruif several years ago, in which he 
told very dramatically the story of one poor little victim. This is 
a disease which takes a tremendous toll among children and should 
have more attention from the public than it has so far received. 

All morning I looked forward to 11 o’clock as the hour at which 
I had decided to telephone my daughter, for May 3 is her birth- 
day. I had not heard, her voice for some time and, though I often 
complain that the telephone can be a nuisance, I certainly was 
grateful this morning to be able to express my good wishes and to 
hear her voice, even though we are so far apart. 

At 11:30 Mrs. Helm, Mrs. Scheider and I drove over to Annap- 
olis, Md., and saw two of the old houses which are on exhibition 
during garden week. The Hammond-Harwood house, which has 
beautiful fireplaces and cornices, and the Chase house, which has 
one of the most charming staircases I have ever seen, were on 
view.

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RECORDS OF SPEED. 
IV—Birds in Flight. 

“As swift as a swallow!” 

That is an old saying, and it is 
a good one. Swallows are fast- 
flying birds, although by no méans 
the fastest members of the bird 
world. 

Before speaking of the speed 
leaders, I’d like to take up some 
of the birds which do not travel 
very rapidly. These include quite 
a few of the songbirds which glad- 
den the springtime. 


An excellent record was made 
by a homing pigeon.- It flew a 
distance of 552 miles at the aver- 
age speed of 39 miles per hour. 
Still better speeds have been made 
by pigeons in races over shorter 
distances, the rate sometimes be- 
ing more than 60 miles per hour. 

Bobwhites, lapwings, snow 
geese, California quails and star- 
lings have top speeds of about 50 
miles per hour. They fly faster 
than jack rabbits can run. 


The mile-a-minute birds include 
cackling geese, teals, mallards, 
crows and pheasants. Speeds of 
from 65 to 72 miles per hour have 
been made by pintails, swifts, 
golden plovers and convasbacks. 

The common swallow seems ta 
be the fastest flyer among the 
small birds. A record of one of 
them puts its speed at 106 miles 
per hour. Tree swallows, bank 
swallows and Yarn swallows, howe 
ever, do not fly nearly so fast as 
that. Their speeds range from 25 
to 45 miles per hour. 

Most of the figures I have giv- 
en are from a chart prepared by 
the American Museum of Natural 
History. The speeds were mease- 


ured by observers in motorboats, 


trains, automobiles and airplanes,

Blue jays, purple martins 
and meadowlarks fly a little fast- 
er, and so do kingbirds and 
ravens. 

Among the birds which reach 
speeds of about 30 miles an hour 
are gulls, Baltimore orioles and 
brown pelicans. They can go 
through the air as fast as white- 
tailed deer can run over the 
ground.

Weakness in the French 
unit brought pressure against 
other continental currencies, no- 
tably the Belgian. The precise

Ossietzky, German Pacifist, 
Succumbs to Meningitis. 
BERLIN, May 4.—(4)—Carl von 

Ossietzky, 48, German pacifist who 

was awarded the Nobel . peace 

prize for 1936, died today of men- 
ingitis in a Berlin sanatorium. 

(Ossietzky was confined to a 
German concentration camp _ in 
1934, shortly after Adolf Hitler 
and the Nazi regime came to pow- 
er. He became ill, and was re- 
leased November 17, 1936, some 
months after he had been nomi- 
nated for the Nobel prize.

LONDON, England.—(By Mail.)—It was 17 miles out 
from London at the famous Moor Park Club and on the “high” 
course, one of the three 18-hole courses at the club. 

Sandy Herd, professional golfer for 53 years and with his 
70th birthday coming up within three days, took out an old- 
fashioned mashie with a wooden shaft and laid one within two 
feet of the pin. | 

“That,’’ 1 told him, as we walked toward the green, ‘‘is the 
first shot I’ve seen a wooden-shafted club do in some time.”’ 

“Yes,” said the grand old man, “it’s almost wosth coming 
all the way from Atlanta to see a wooden shaft in action, 
isnt it?” 

The day before he had got himself a 75 and this 
day, just a few days shy of his three-score years and 
ten, he put together a most remarkable 67. 

I think it was the finest exhibition I have ever seen, all 
things considered. Henry Cotton, the open champion, was 
taking a 71 On the same day. And this fine gentleman and 
golfer, who knew Old Tom Morris at St. Andrews and who 
won the open championship in 1902, had a 67. He was 30 
for the first nine. Mull over that for a bit. It was a new record 
for the first nine holes. Never before had anyone done it in 
that few strokes. 

He went right along until the 16th, where some trouble in 
a bunker got him a seven. A 67 with a seven on the card is 
quite a score. He got a grand ovation, did the open champion 
of 1902, 

He found a moment to talk about Atlanta. 

“It’s been about 30 years since I was there,” he 
said. “I guess it’s changed a wee bit.” 

He asked after Bobby Jonés and golf in America. 

Herd was born and bred at St. Andrews, the cradle of golf. 
He has made 19 holes-in-one in his career and is still a very 
fine performer. His style, with plenty of waggle before eac 
swing, and with an unorthodox motion away from the ball at 
the finish of his swing, doesn’t worry him. All his clybs have 
‘wooden shafts save one—his driver. It is of steel. 

After 53 years as a professional he still is vigorous 
and strong. He looks no more than 55 and approaches 
his 70th birthday as one of the most beloved figures in 
England’s golf.

CHICAGO, May 4.—(/)—Dizzy 
Dean, the $185,000 addition to the 
pitching staff of the Chicago Cubs, 
will be lost to the team for at least 
four weeks. 

For that period he must not 
pitch. For at least two weeks he 
must not even try to throw a ball. 

These were the orders of Dr. 
John W. Davis, Cub physician, aft- 
er an X-ray examination of the 
star’s pitching arm which followed 
Dean’s failure to complete the 
game against Philadelphia yester- 
day. Dean’s trouble, according to 
Dr. Davis’ diagnosis, is a lingéring 
inflammation of the deltoid muscle 
at the point of insertion with the 
humerus—the bone of the upper 
arm, 

After four weeks’ rest Dr. Davis 
is hopeful that Dean will be able 
to resume his regular turn on the 
mound, 

Said Dr. Davis: 

THROWING HARD. 

“The inflammatory condition 
probably results from the sub-del- 
toid bursitis which bothered Dean 
last year. Rest during the winter 
Should have corrected the weak- 
ness, but he probably brought on 
the present condition by throwing 
too hard this year before his arm 
was in shape.” 

“The important muscles in the 
pitcher’s arm seem to be absolute- 
ly normal and complete rest of the 
arm for two weeks and no hard 
throwing for four weeks should 
enable him to come back better 
than ever. There is no trace of 
injury to the bone and no trace of 
calcifications of the muscles.
